VIL The territories and possessiens of Her Most 
Faithful Majesty are maimaincd in their integrity, 
such as they were,antecedent tc the War.. However 
the boundaries of French and Portugvese Guiana are 
fixed by the River Arowary, which empties itself 
into the Ocean above Cape’ North, near the Islands 
Nuovo aud Penetentia, about a degree and @ third of

dote. Soon after the judicial murder of 
Louis XVI. one of the officers wha accom- 
panied the unfortunate La Pérouse returned 
to Europe with numerous specimens of na- 
tural history collected durmg the early part 
of his voyage of discovery. In these lati- 
tudes he first obtained intelligence of the 
revolution, and, being a man of honour, 
felt that he was accountable only to the 
Crown of France, from which he had ac- 
cepted his commission. Accordingly he 
brought his vessel to an English port, from 
whence, by permission of our government, 
the cargo was conveyed to London, and 
committed to the custody of a nobleman 
who, at that time, was the agent of the 
French Princes. This nobleman, having 
communicated the circumstance to Louis 
XVIII. was instructed to offer to the Queen 
any part of the curiosities of which het 
Majesty might approve, and to present the 
remainder to the British Museunt, You 
must remember, Sir, that, in pursuance of 
these instructions, the entire (or nearly the 
entire) collection was confided to you, in 
order to be deposited in the Museum; and 
you cannot forget, that you disposed of it 
by sending it all to France, with no autho- 
rity but your own, with no pretence except 
that the philosophers of the two nations were 
not at war.

has, at last, completely destroyed every 
sentiment, by which the people of England 
were formerly proud to be distinguished.

te Europe. People less delicate than the 
French, would, in such an emergency, go 
at once and lay violent hands on those dol- 
Jars; but Le Clerc and Villaret will do no 
such thing; they will only dorrow them fora 
while, giving das, to the full amount, with 
interest, on the Barxgue Nationale de Paris; 
an arrangement which will be very conve- 
nient to the Spaniards, as it will compleiely 
guard against all the risk that their treasure 
would run by being conveyed from the 
West-Indies to Spam. It is to be observed, 
too, that there is a Spanish as well as a 
French fleet employed in the St. Domingo 
expedition. The money necessary for the 
support of the former Spain must furnish as 
a2 matter of course; and, when the French 
have once got their hand into her purse, let 
her get it out again if she can. It will be, 
in fact, a forced han, which, from some. ex- 
pressions in the former dispatches of Villa- 
ret, we suspect will be negotiated by Admi- 
ral Gravina, who, it appears, had already 
been dispatched to the Havannah, while, on 
ihe other hand, a frigate had been sent to 
the United States to bargain for a supply 
of provisions.
